anything wore robbed of money, jnwel- 
ry, watches and other valuables, 
Tbe 


prisoners woro taken to the jnil ut Snr.- 
tiago soon after their arrival in port,— 
Hero they worn orowded together liku 
cattle i hero their fmfl'oringB begun; 
thoy wore not assigned to separate cell's, 
indeed there WM no opportunity for 
such eonfiiimcnt in I ho contracted quar- 
ters of the Santiago jail, but, Iho entire 
party of nearly two hundred wore driv- 
en into it room hardly 50 feet long by 
15 fcut wide, 
Thoy were obliged to 


live tho best they eould, .th'ough thy 
air, of course, was almost deadly, and 
thoro was little or no .opportunity for 
exercise. Tlio prisoners woro supplied 
with provisions, whieh though sufficient 
IIH regards quantity, wore poor in quail' 
ty, und hardly litted to sustain lil'e, 
Those provisions consisted tiliuust whol- 
ly of rice aud water, 
One night the 


prisoners were stealthily tnknn From jail 
and wero takon with the greatest haste 
to n point seven miles below tho oily, 
in vanity of tho Morro. The road Iny 
through a rough tract'of country, aud 
tho journey WM most.wourisomo, wliilo 
some of the prisoners worts so sick as to 
bounablotostand.it, 
The sufferings 


of some of the number were intense, 
aud uo pity was in tho broatts of tho 
Spaniards,

Brain, which at onoo set sail for Hava- 
na.

almost continuous, and the food they 
atu WHS wretched in quality and insufli- 
nicnt in quantity, 
The 
water they 


di'ank was what remained in tho buck- 
ets after the dumb animals on board 
wore siitislloil. These animals consisted 
mainly of horses and mules. 
Thoy 


woro kept on the deck above the Vir- 
ginius' prisoners, and were Urns a con 
slant source of annoyance to '.he help- 
less prisoners confined below. It is 
said that in the midst of all this filth 
and suffering, tho prisoners wore not 
allowed to wnsh on board tho Bnsian 
for n period of ton days, amhheir arms 
woro pinioned behind them the larger 
portion of tho voyage, 
Tlioy were oc- 


casionally beaten, on the slightest prov- 
ocation, nnd tit'itnctimt's on no provoca- 
tion nt till, 
These punishments, how 


ever, HCPrn not to have bean of a nature
